HAVE THEY 
GOT A FILE 
ON YOU ? 


This issue of THE BLACK 
PANTHER carries stories of 
illegal police spying and the 
accumulation of files on citizens 
in Houston, Texas and Baltimore, 
Maryland. In both cities shock 
has been expressed by local 
citizens upon discovering that 
many of those spied upon and on 
whom police files were kept were 
not militants, “‘leftists’’ ‘‘or’’ 
liberals’’, but good, solid con- 
servative types. es 

Their mistake, it would 
appear in some cases, was to 
have actively opposed some mea- 
sure that the power structure in 
these cities supported. For others 
there was some alleged contact 
with outspoken militants or po- 
lice-designated, suspected leftist. 
For yet others there were allega- 
tions of ‘‘unacceptable’”’ habits in 
r human beings. 

In both Houston and Baltimore, 
citizens have expressed particular 
resentment that such files have 
been kept and such information 
collected by police agencies de- 
spite the fact that the individuals 
spied upon and recorded have 
never had any run-ins with the 
police on anything more than a 
traffic violation. 

In how many other cities of 
America are such files kept, does 
such police spying go on? Cer- 
tainly, since it was going on in 
Washington, D.C., our nation’s 
captial, sanctioned by the highest 
officers of the land and directed 
against senators, representatives 
and who knows who else, why not 
everywhere else? 

The excuse for police and 
intelligence agency surveillance 
and files on American citizens 
continues to be ‘‘guarding the 
national security.’’ But, what 
does opposition to utility rate 
increases in Baltimore have to do 
with the national security? 

We warned long ago that such 
practices used against us and 
other militant organizations in the 
alleged name of national security, 
if allowed to continue unchecked 
would lead to their being used 
against the whole people. We did 
so because we knew their real 
purpose was to silence all protest 
against injustice and inequality, 
and that the excuse of ‘‘national 
security was a cover. U

1. Regular and more conventional contributions of five dollars or more are all 
to the good and this kind of financial support should be accepted for as much as 
it can get. j 

2. However, this would of necessity miss a large number of Panther readers. 
Therefore, a bird in the hand being worth ten in the bush’’, I would suggest 
that all those of us in very modest financial condition should give small 
amounts at a time — even what some capitalist outfits would call ‘‘ridiculously 
small’’ amounts — but repeat these small gifts as often as possible; of anything 
from dimes to doliars, or in between. 

One such contribution would not mean much. But many, repeated many 
times, could mean very much. : 

I have read how in Vietnam thousands of little people with nothing but 
buckets and small shovels have in very quick time repaired extensive bomb 
damage against the Provisional Revolutionary Government and fighters. 
Therefore, I think it quite possible than many ridiculously small” 
contributions by many unwealthy, well wishers, repeated in numbers could do 
a lot to help the Panther paper keep going. 

So, in addition to my modest contribution to the Panther Breakfast Program 
and the American Federation for the Blind (I was temporarily blinded — 
among other things — in World War II), I intend henceforth to send a quarter 
with each of my communications to the Panther news, and, for one reason or 
another, I intend to communicate often with this fine, people’s newspaper. 

And, if enough other little people do likewise and repeatedly it should make 
a difference...

Nazi swastika painted on it, anda 
third had jelly smeared over it. 

Not surprisingly, the sales of 
the rack with the swastika have 
picked up, Brother White noted. 

He went on to say that the 
evidence shows that the vandal- 
ism is not occurring randomly but 
is being done systematically. 

Two of the three racks which 
have been destroyed have been 

fixed, but four are still in need of 
repair. Every time we pull a 
rack off the streets, it costs a good 
deal to put it back,’’ Ellis said.

Oakland 
Police Chief George Hart was 
challenged Monday morning by

the Police Department and the 
Black community. 

He warned Hart that if concrete 
action on the long 
grievances repeatedly. — 
to the department by fhe OB 
and repeatedly ignored by the 
department was not taken within 
a week, the Chicago office of a 
national Black police officers 
association, already contacted, 
was prepared to send its attor- 
neys to Oakland to begin legal 
action leading to a U.S. Justice 
Department investigation of the 
Oakland Police Department’s ra- 
cist practices against Black offi- 
cers and the resultant deteriorat- 
ing relations between the Oak- 
land Police Department and the 
Black community of Oakland. 

ALARMED 

Mr. Leova Rainey, President of 
the Oakland Branch of the 
NAACP, and co-sponsor with Ray 
Clark of the meeting with Hart, 
told the Police Chief that the 
NAACP was alarmed at the 
increase in complaints against the 
Police Department from the Black 
community and charged they are 
a result of Hart's negative 
attitude toward that community. 

Mr. Rainey pointed out that 
there is no police-community 
program in the department and 
that an ‘‘unpleasant rapport’’ 
exists between the police and the 
Black community. He called the 
hair regulations of the depart- 
ment totally ludicrous,’ said 
they needed modification? and 
should not be used for harass- 
ment.

BLACK 
HISTORY 


FEBRUARY, 1817 


Frederick Douglass, the brilli- 
ant abolitionist leader and 
spokesperson for the human 
rights of Black people was born 
in Tuckahoe, Tuckahoe County, 
Maryland, February, 1817. In a 
legendary confrontation with his 
overseer, young Frederick de- 
feated the man in battle and 
escaped from slavery in Balti- 
more in 1837. Hired by the 
White abolitionist William Lloyd 
Garrison (with whom he broke in 
over more 
militant tactics in 1851) as a 
Black antislavery speaker, 
Douglass 
braved grave dangers and was 
hailed for his eloquence and 


organizing ability. He once 
wrote: 

If there is no struggle, there 
is no progress. Those who 


- profess to favor freedom, and 


yet deprecate agitation, are men 
who want crops without plowing 
up the ground. They want rain 
without thunder and lightening. į 
They want the ocean without the 
awful roar of its many waters. 
This struggle may be a moral 
one; or it may be a physical one; 
or it may be both moral and} 
physical; but it must be a 
struggle. Power concedes no- 
thing without a demand. It never 
did and never will.. : 

Frederick Douglas died in 
Washington, D.C., on February 
20, 1895. 


JANUARY 31, 1865 


On January 31, 1865, the U.S. 
Congress passed the 13th A- 
mendment, which, when rati- 
fied, legally abolished slavery in | 
America. 


FEBRUARY 1, 1960 


On February 1, 1960, five 
Black freshmen from North 
Carolina A. and T. sent shock | 
waves throughout the South and 
the entire nation, when they sat 
down at the lucheonette in a five 
and dime store in Greensboro, 
North Carolina. The epoch of the 
sit-in movements was born — in 
10 days, sit-ins took place in 15 
Southern cities in five states.

ATTICA BROTHERS WIN 


LEGAL VICTORIES 


GAIN EXTRA CHALLENGES, 8 INDICTMENTS 
DROPPED, BAN STRIP SEARCHES 


(Buffalo, N.Y.) — Three sepa- 
rate courtroom victories have 
highlighted the Attica Brothers 
trial proceedings recently, cast- 
ing new light on the govern- 
ment’s continuing persecution 
and harassment of the partici- 
pants in the 1971 prison rebellion. 

In the latest victory, last week, 
the N.Y. state Court of Appeals 
ruled to grant defense lawyers 


et i mae 


tive jurors in the trial of Attica 
Brothers John Hill and Charles 
Pernasilice. 

William Kunstler and former 
Attorney General Ramsey Clark, 
lawyers for the pair, argued that 
the additional peremptory chal- 
lenges were necessary because of 
strong currents” against Hill 
and Pernasilice in the Buffalo 
area. 

The peremptory challenges al- 
low the defense 30 opportunities to 
reject potential jurors without 
stating reasons for doing so. The 
prosecution, in this first major 
Attica case, are allowed 20 such 
challenges. 

In the other victories, on De- 
cember 23, indictments were dis- 
missed against eight Attica Bro- 
thers for lack of sufficient 
evidence. 

And, on December 20, Federal 
District Court Judge John Curtin 
ordered a temporary injunction 
barring guards at Erie County 
Jail from strip searching Big 
- Black (Frank Smith), national 
director of the Attica Brothers 
Offense/Defense (ABO/D), when 
visiting his co-defendant in an- 
other case stemming from the 
September 9 to 13, 1971, prison 
take over. 

Referring to the December 23 
dismissals, made at the request 
of the prosecutor’s office, Polly 
Eustic of the ABO/D said, ‘‘The 


s of prospec- 


overwhelming thing is that they 
(the government) demonstrated 
that they simply don’t have cases 
against the Brothers. 

One of those whose charges 
were dropped, Omar Seku (Otis 
McGaughy), spent 24 months in 
solitary confinement after being 
indicted for kidnapping Attica 
guard Franklin Kline and stab- 
bing inmate Ronald Lyons. 

In their move for dismissal, the 
prosecution admitted that Me- 
Gaughy’s timely intervention 
(during the rebellion) saved Kline 
from being injured.’’ Kline him- 
self told reporters, ‘‘Otis saved 
my life.’ 

Ronald Lyons has told il 
prosecution that he was never 
stabbed.

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STATE WITNESS IN 


ATTICA TRIAL SAYS 


HE- LIED 


(Buffalo, N.Y.) — Brother 
Charles H. Crowley, a former 
inmate at Attica State Prison, 


testified before a Wyoming Coun- 


ty pretrial hearing here last week 
that under an atmosphere of 
intense terror he had lied to a 
state grand jury in order to save 
his life. 

Brother Crowley had 
identified, during the grand jury 
investigation into the Attica re- 
bellion, four of five Black men 
accused by prison officials of 
having murdered two White 
inmates during the 1971 mass 
protest. 

The five men originally 
charged with murder are Herbert 
X. Blyden, Roger Champen, 
Bernard Strobe, Eric Thompson, 
and Frank (Big Black) Smith. 
Crowley identified all the accused 
except Brother Thompson. 

A resident of Brooklyn, New 
York, Crowley, 44, stated he had 
been repeatedly beaten by prison 
guards for six days after being 
taken from the prison yard 
September 11. 

Forty-two indictments charging 
62 inmates and former inmates 
with alleged conspiracy in 
the rebellion have been handed 
down. 

The purpose of the pretrial 
hearing is to determine whether 
the state used proper procedures 
in selecting and preparing its 
witnesses for trial.

Troops barring newspersons 
during the 1971 Attica rebellion 
in which 43 inmates and guards 
were killed in a total military 
onslaught. 

According to the report of the 
New York State Special Com- 
mission on Attica, the two White 
inmates, Barry Schwartz and 
Kenneth Hess, were killed be- 
cause of statements they made to 
television reporters without the 
authority of the inmate 
representative committee. The 


two men were aleja; «aken 


from the prison yard by inmate 
security guards whereupon they 
were stripped and killed some- 
time during the rebellion. 

On September 11, two days 
after the rebellion began Brother 
Crowley, who had been an inmate 
negotiator, had io be hospitalized 
because of an acute illness. Taken 
out of the prison yard to the 
hospital by guards, he was 
interrogated' by at least seven 
“‘correction’’ officers (who he 
named). It was here that the 
terror began. 

They beat me for at least a 
half an hour, Brother Crowley 
said. I was made to crawl 
around on the floor and shout 
‘White Power’ and kiss their 
feet. 

The beatings continued for two 
days. When the rebellion ended 
with the brutal reoccupation of 
the prison on Sept. 13, Crowley 
Was again attacked by the guards, 
brutally sodomized with night 
sticks, and forced to identify the 
four Black men accused by prison 
authorities of the murder of 
Schwartz and Hess. 

Brother Crowley told the court 
he was so frightened he would 
have testified against his own 
mother. “I gave an interview 
under an atmosphere of the most 
intense terror I have ever known. 
I gave an interview to save my 
life.” g

Courthouse, August 7, 1970, in which Brother Jonathan Jackson, 
William Christmas, and James McClain were gunned down by San 
Quentin guards. Judge Harold Haley was killed in the attack. 
Several court attendants and Magee were wounded.

the sentencing, he.shouted:

PORT REJECTS JOB PLAN 


Commissioners at the Port of 
Oakland last week rejected 
attempts to help ease this city’s 
skyrocketing unemployment 


problem because the jobs, they 


said, paid too much. By a 3-3 
vote which meant rejection (Tom 
Berkley, the commission’s only 
Black member, was absent), the 
Port commissioners sent back 
to the City Council plans to 
employ 36 heads of households 
under the emergency, federally- 
funded ‘‘jobs-for-the-unemploy- 
ed' program. The commission- 
ers said that the proposed $700 a 
month ($8,400 a year) salary for - 
construction and draftsmen 
aides was too much — although 
none of the salaries would come 
from the Port’s own $90 million 
annual business turnover — and 
suggested instead a salary of 
$531 a month ($6,372 a year). 
According to Oakland Tribune 
reporter Bill Eaton, the commis- 
sioners grumbled' about the 
possibility of hiring more work- + 
ers. 


NO TENANTS FUNDS 


Oakland Housing Authority 
Commissioners have withheld 
funding the $13,596 annual 
budget for the Oakland Housing 
‘Tenants Organization. Although 
the commissioners at first a- 
greed to fund the tenants union, 
they later rescinded their deci- 
sion for ‘‘bookkeeping prob- 
lems’’ thus denying local public 
housing residents a voice in 
their own affairs. The commis- 
sion also discussed terminating 
an agreement with the tenants ~ 
group to operate laundry facili- 
ties in the projects. The “‘book- 
keeping problems’’ line is a 
common ploy frequently used by 
city agencies and staff to 
discredit local public service 
programs. 


BAN FIRE ALARMS ? 


Concern over false fire alarms 
may spell the elimination of all 
street boxes in the near future, 
judging by the complacency of a 
majority of the members of the 
Oakland City Council last week. 
A report on the false alarm 
situation made before the Coun- 
cil by Oakland Fire Chief Steven 
Menietti was, in fact, endorsed 
by Councilman Eng who off- 
handedly suggested that most 
people report fires by telephone, 
anyway.

ON BLACKS” BACKFIRES IN BALTIMORE 


(Baltimore, Md.) — In an 
attempt to appease racist pas- 
sions here, a statement by 
Baltimore Police Commissioner 
Donald Pomerleau on secret 
dosiers which were kept on ‘‘just 
the Blacks, backfired as it was 


revealed the dossiers included 


many White citizens. 


In a copyrighted news story 


which appeared in December 23 
Baltimore News American, re- 
‘porters Michael Olesker and Joe 
‘Nawrozki told of surveillance into 
i the lives of clergymen, antiwar 


smen’s liberation activists, 


Taber unions and reporters since 
1966. 

A subsequent article in the 
Washington Post quoted a police 
spokesperson as saying that the 
Inspectional Services Division 
(ISD), set up in 1966 and 
responsible for the surveillance, 
closed down its political surveil- 
lance operations in 1973. How- 
ever, Olesker and Nawrozki 
discovered the ISD maintains its 
spying operation. 


INFILTRATED 


Further investigation has 
shown ISD spied on hospital 
workers, teachers, sanitation 
strikers, and infiltrated the strike 
committees. 

The unit also spied on school 
board members and has kept a 
series of files on an environmental 
group that opposed a nuclear 
power plant at Calvert Cliffs. The 
ISD even kept files on a consum- 
ers’ group that protested electri- 
cal rate increases. 

However, the bulk of the 
disclosures have been of Blacks, 
particularly those active in vari- 
- ous levels of politics or commu- 
„nity service. 

Brother Parren Mitchell, U.S. 
Representative for Maryland and 
his brother Brother Clarence 
Mitchell, state senator, have files 
kept on them. Parren Mitchell’s 
campaign committee was infiltra- 
ted. 


Infiltrators attended debates to 
determine links between Brother 
Parren Mitchell’s campaign and 
progressive Black organizations.

(Houston, Texas) — In the 
wake of CIA domestic intelligence 
investigations the Houston Police 


Criminal Investigation Division 


was blasted recently for keeping 
secret dossiers on over 1,000 
Houston citizens. 

The CIA which has a history of 
illegal spying, infiltration and 
terror, kept files on individuals 
and organizations involved in 
political activity, particularly a- 
round human issues such as civil 
rights, and anti-war activity. Files 
were also kept on women’s 
liberation groups and the Harris 
County Democratic Party, but 
none as noted by Police Chief 
C.M. Lynn on the 15 top narcotics 
dealers in the city. 


According to Chief Lynn, a- 
mong these named ranged from 
conservatives to Houston Mayor 
Fred Hofheinz to Black liberal 
U.S. Representative Barbara Jor- 
dan. Hofheinz contends that 
Jordan and himself were the only 
political figures named on the list 
of files. However, the wide range 
of names and groups on the list 
conflict with this view. 


A $55 million class action suit 


filed against past and present 
police and city officials was filed 
by former school board member 
Gertrude Barnstone and attorney 
Larry Sauer who is the legal 
representative of the Houston 
Chapter of the Black Panther 
Party.

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The suit asked the court to take 
custody of the files and seal them, 
a move that has recently been 
taken by federal District Judge 
John V. Singleton, Jr. in spite of 
objections by police officials. 

The linking of their names to 
‘‘Subversive’’ actions, according 
to the A.C.L.U., have made 
Barnstone, and Sauer subjects of 
ridicule and humiliation causing 
them to lose social status. 

During World War II, the 
Criminal Investigation Division of 
the Houston Police Department 
began as a two member intelli- 
gence unit assisting military 
police personnel. 

From this point, it continued to 
work actively in undercover police 
operations, until ordered dis- 
banded by then Chief of Police 
Jack Heard in 1955. However, the 
group was reactivated in 1962, 
again as a two member organiza- 
tion. In 1964, the unit was 
increased to four, and later to the 
hard core security division train- 
ed in infiltration, espionage and 
terror.

(Terre Haute, Ind.) — On 
January 6, William Lowe died in 
the hospital within the Federal 
Penitentiary located at Terre 
Haute, Indiana, 
Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War/Winter Soldier Organization 
in a press release last week.

INTRODUCES BILL TO 


CURB C.I.A. 


Citing an urgent need to eliminate the ‘‘interventionist’’ role of 
the Centeral Intelligence Agency (CIA), Bay Area Representative 
Ron Dellums of the Eighth Congressional District has introduced 
legislation in Congress to sharply limit the activities of America’s 
ultra-secret spy group. 

The legislation would strengthen Congressional oversight of the 
CIA; insure civilian control and disallow ‘‘covert actions’’ which are 
directed toward efforts to overthrow foreign governments and 
military and paramilitary operations or assassinations. 

The CIA has been accused of and documented to have intervened 
and meddled in the internal affairs of Cuba, Vietnam, Chile, 
Guatamala, Honduras as well as other countries around the globe. 

Introducing his bill, Congressman Dellums said: 

When these illegal and ill-conceived activities come to light, as 
some of them have recently, they only serve to present this nation to 
the world and to our own people as a country not really committed to 
those precepts so self-righteously paraded in the international 
marketplace as moral justification for our continued world-wide use 
of power.’ 

A member of the House Armed Services Committee, Dellums 
says he feels that appropriate committees in Congress should 
immediately set up ‘‘real’’ oversight and control mechanisms which 


would provide sufficient security to foreign intelligence gatherings 


of the CIA, but prevent the agency from acting contrary to law. 
A strong critic of the CIA, Dellums proposal would, of course, ban 


domestic intelligence spying. 


(MTA) there is no doctor at the 
prison from 4:00 p.m.

The Democratic Caucus deci- 
sion wisely opened up the ques- 
tion of the highly questionable 
role of the FBI in opposition to 
popular resistance to the Vietnam 
war, the civil rights movement 
and a host of other people’s 
movements, organizations and 
actions. So now both houses of 
Congress are planning investiga- 
tions into FBI activities. 

These inquiries arose out of a 
Washington Post report quoting 
two top-level aides of the FBI who 
spoke of files being kept on the 
personal lives of members of 
Congress.

Kelley, director of the FBI, 
admitted that the bureau keeps 
files on members of Congress, 
but denied any wrong doing. 

Kelley emphasized in his state- 
ment what the present policy of 
the bureau is on spying on 
Congressman. But, as was noted 
in some news reports, he very 
carefully avoided referring to 
what the past practice had been. 
A spokesman later explained that 
he would answer further ques- 
tions before a subcommittee of 
the House Judiciary Committee 
this week.

Using local schools, the police 
are holding regular meetings that 


involve. entire families, both 
children and adults. Under the 
guise. of crime prevention’’ and 


community relations, fear and 
rage is provoked and organized. 

The flag ship of this movement 
has been the campaign to collect 
signatures in order to put a 
proposition restoring the death 
penalty on the (1972) ballot. This 
campaign was waged _ through 
every state law enforcement 
institution from the office of the 
attorney general down to the 
precinct station-house. Meetings 
advertised as providing informa- 
tion on how to protect property 
(complete with scouting activities 
conducted by Policeman Bill 
and Policewoman Mary’’) were, 
in fact, used to promote the 
death penalty, attack the peace 
and human rights movement, 
and, in general, ideologize for 
repression. Both children and 
adults have been actively recruit- 
ed for undercover surveillance. 


SIGNAL FLASHED 


When the signal is flashed, as 
it has been, from the White 
House itself down to the station- 
house, that ‘‘law and order’’ is to 
be the response to the rising cry 
for economic and social justice, 
then it is past time for the idea of 
a Citizen’s Peace Force, armed 
with the Constitution and the Bill 


of Rights, to be pitted against the 


idea of the Police-Industrial 
Complex. 

What follows the war in 
Indo- China? The ‘‘war against 
crime. The Military-Industrial- 
University Complex is already 
being re-torled not for peace but 
for soi control. Liberal 
“‘thinkers’’ at places like the 


Rand Corporation are working on 


domestic conflict scenarios, 
just as a decade ago they 
gamed' out the script for 
counterinsurgency' in Viet- 
nam. 


A Citizens’ Peace Force would, 
of course, save vast sums of 
money depending, as it would, 
upon local, community-based 
methods of person to person 
problem solving. The democratic 
dynanism, flowing from citizen 
responsibility and decision mak- 
ing, would galvanize every level 
of popular institutional involve- 
ment. 

And, as in the equally charged 
issue of education, where the 
easily exploited tactic of ‘‘bus- 
ing” begs the entire problem, 
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Despite the scales of justice in its symbol, the LEAA functions in a 
manner similar to Nazi fascism. 


citizen control would allow each 
ethnic group to conform to` 
traditional, cultural and political- 
ly evolving mores, morals and 
values. 

Citizens’ Peace Control looks 
beyond failed liberal measures 
and slogans like quota system“ 
and ‘‘citizen review board,” and 
beyond such reactionary tactics 


as law and order’’ and the 
Basic Car Plan.“ 
Peace Force, in this new 


model, would not be a euphem- 
ism for police force as it is now. 
The Peace force could more 
economically handle the work 
now assigned to agencies like 
VISTA, and handle the problems 
with an incalculably better 
chance of success than the 
present neocolonial bureaucratic 
apparatus known as the War on 
Poverty. 

That apparatus is, in effect, 
conducting a war on the poor 
(since the fantasy of the Ameri- 
can ruling ideology is that the 
poor cause poverty rather than 
the reverse). 

The Peace Force would be 
cross-trained to respond to the 
variety of emergencies that con- 
stitute every day life in the 
poverty community. The compar- 
ison to a home guard is valid 
when one considers that the rat 
crisis alone is enough to occupy 
cadres year round, to say nothing 
of the need for universal innocu- 
lation for Sickle Gell Anemia, or 
voter registration, etc.

Much attention in U.S. reports of the 
Congress has been focused on the fact that it 
has been ten years since the last National 
Congress was held and that the just concluded 
Congress was postponed several times before 
it was finally held. They claim that these delays 
are the result of “‘in-fighting’’ between 
individuals in the leadership. 

What they either do not know, refuse to 
admit or disbelieve is the fact that decisions 
that are put into effect in People’s China are 
always the result of extensive research, 
examination, discussion and revision through- 
out the entire country before they are 

executed. This process takes place first within 


the Communist Party of China. It is then 
repeated throughout all levels of government 
and people’s organizations, under the leader- 
ship of Communist Party representatives 
within government and people’s organizations. 


PEOPLE’S ORGANIZATIONS 


Since nearly the whole 800 million people of

We believe that the government must provide, free of charge, for 
the people, health facilities which will not only treat our illnesses, 
most of which have come about as a result of our oppression, but 
which will also develop preventative medical programs to guarantee 
our future survival. We believe that mas: health education and 
research programs must be developed to give all Black and oppressed 
people access to advanced scientific and medical information, so we 
may provide ourselves with proper medical attention and care. 


7. WE WANT AN IMMEDIATE END TO POLICE BRUTALITY AND 
MURDER OF BLACK PEOPLE, OTHER PEOPLE OF COLOR, ALL 
OPPRESSED PEOPLE INSIDE THE UNITED STATES. 

We believe that the racist and fascist government of the United 
States uses its domestic enforcement agencies to carry out its program 
of oppression against Black people, other people of color and poor

people inside the United States. We believe it is our right, therefore, 
to defend ourselves against such armed forces and that all Black and 
oppressed people should be armed for self-defense of our homes and 
communities against these fascist police forces.

We believe that the various conflicts which exist around the world 
stem directly from the aggressive desires of the U. S. ruling circle and 
government to force its domination upon the oppressed people of the 
world.

We believe that the many Black and poor oppressed people now 
held in U.S. prisons and jails have not received fair and impartial trials 
under a racist and fascist judicial system and should be free from 
incarceration. We believe in the ultimate elimination of all wretched, 
inhuman penal insitutions, because the masses of men and women 
imprisoned inside the United States or by the U.S. military are the 
victims of oppressive conditions which are the real cause of their 
imprisonment. We believe that when persons are brought to trial that 
they must be guaranteed, by the United States, juries of their peers, 
attorneys of their choice and freedom from imprisonment while 
awaiting trials. 


10. WE WANT LAND, BREAD, HOUSING, EDUCATION, 
CLOTHING, JUSTICE, PEACE AND PEOPLE’S COMMUNITY 
CONTROL OF MODERN TECHNOLOGY. 

When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate 
and equal station to which the laws of nature and nature’s God entitle 
them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they 
should declare the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 
rights; that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. That, to secure these rights, governments are instituted 
among men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the 
governed; that, whenever any form of government becomes 
destructive of these ends, it is the right of the people to alter or to 
abolish it, and to institute a new government, laying its foundation on 
such principles, and organizing its powers in such form, as to them 
shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Prudence, 


indeed, will dictate that governments long established should not be 


changed for light and transient causes; and, accordingly, all 
experience hath shown that mankind are more disposed to suffer, 
while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the 
forms to which they are accustomed. But, when a long train of abuses 
and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same object, evinces a 
design to reduce them under absolute despotism, it is their right, it is 
their duty, to throw off such government, and to provide new guards 
for their future security.

(New York, N.Y.) — The Arab 
oil exporting countries contribut- 
ed more than $5 billion to Third 
World developing countries last 
year, The New York Times 
reported last week, in the face of 
repeated propaganda attempts to 
blame the oil-rich countries for 
increasing hardships for develop- 
ing countries resulting from 
higher oil prices.

GUINEA PRESIDENT TOURE REAFFIRMS 
CONTROL OF RAW MATERIALS 


- (Conakry, Guinea)— Speaking before a special session of the 
legislative, assembly here, President Sekou Toure strongly 
reaffirmed his country’s ownership and control over its own raw 
materials, Hsinhua news agency reports. 

Raw materials in Guinea are the exclusive property of its 
sovereign people, President Toure said in his speech on the 
exploitation of mineral resources. 

He added, ‘‘the Guinean people shall not submit to any power and 
must take necessary measures to safeguard their national 
interests ; 

‘Accordingly, only their government has the right to determine 
the value of various raw materials in the country.“ 
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the oil producing countries and 
create unnatural divisions. 
However, The New York Times 


(January 18, 1975) reports that 


the oil producing countries are 
allotting part of their wealth to 
the less well-off countries of the 
Third World ‘‘through develop- 
ment loans, investments and 
humanitarian aid. 

The report states that Arab oil 
producers created a $200 million 
fund to offset higher oil prices 
from which 15 African countries 
have so.far received close to $40 
million in 10-year, interest-free 


loans. A $20 million joint invest- — 


ment by Kuwait (a major oil 
producer) with Mauritania is 
designed to begin development of 
iron mines, recently nationalized 
by that west African country. 
Libya has authorized an invest- 
ment of up to $100 million in 
Zaire for a copper mine develop- 


ment that could cost $440 million. 


Egypt has been promised close to 
$2 billion in financing from Arab 
oil countries and Iran, with $400 
million already committed to 
reconstruction of the Suez Canal. 
CONSTRUCTION 

Construction has begun in 
Pakistan of a$100 million fertilizer 
plant owned jointly by the Abu 
Dhabi national oil company and 
the West Pakistan Industrial 
Corporation. Iran and the United 
Arab Emirates have extended 
soft loans to Bangladesh to 
finance imports and to start 
construction of a $250 million 
chemical fertilizer plant. 

Saudi Arabia has given a $100 
million grant to Bangladesh for 
flood relief. Iran has agreed to 
invest heavily in developing iron 
ore mines in India, and Iraq has 
joined with India in joint ven- 
tures, including a large fertilizer 
plant. 

Venezuela, the leading oil 
producer in Latin America, has set 
up a $3 billion development fund, 
and has started with an $80 
million loan to six Central Ameri- 
can countries to finance stocks of 
coffee. These countries depend 
on coffee and bananas for their 
income, and the idea behind the 
stockpiles is to prevent downward 
pressure on coffee prices. 

When a severe earthquake 


struck Pakistan, killing 4,000 peo-

lages last month, Libya, Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates announced they would 
give $34 million for relief, far 
more than from any other source. 

All the oil-producing countries 
listed above are members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC). It was 
OPEC that developed the policy 
of joint demands by the oil-pro- 
ducing countries for increased oil 
revenue from the developed 
countries. 

The New York Times says that 
the policy of generous assistance 
to developing countries cannot 
yet be called an OPEC strategy, 
because there has been little 
coordination among the mem- 
bers.’’ But, it points out that the 
question of OPEC relations with 
other developing countries is on 
the agenda of a meeting of oil, 


finance and foreign-ministers of 
the oil-producing. countries cur- 
rently underway in Algeria. 

In addition to the above listed 
publicly reported aid and assis- 
tance to developing countries 
from oil-producing countries, 
purchasing arrangements for oil 
and oil products beneficial to 
developing countries, but not 
made public, are being made. 

As the oil producing countries 
increase their refining capacity so 
that they themselves. can turn 
their raw (crude) oil into oil 
products such as gasoline, fuel 
and chemicals, and, as they 
increase their shipping and tank- 
er facilities so they can ship their 
own oil and oil products and 
don’t have to depend on refining 
and shipping facilities of deve- 
loped countries, their direct rela- 
tionships with other developing 
countries will grow.

The Zambian government re- 
cently decided to charge the 
Zambian national wholesale cor- 
poration with direct responsibil- 
ity for the distribution of daily 
necessities, Hsinhua reports.

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4 BLACK MINERS KILLED IN

AFRICA 


(Johannesburg, South Africa) 
— Four Blacks have been killed 
and more than 30 injured in a 
week of demonstrations by about 
12,000 striking African workers at 
the world’s largest gold mines, 
Vaal Reefs. 

Police have used tear gas and 
guns to put down the demonstra- 
tions, touched off by an agree- 
ment between the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Corporation, operator of the 
mines, and the government of 
Lesotho, an independent“ en- 
clave in South Africa, that 60 per 
cent of the money earned by 
Lesotho nationals in South Afri- 
can mines must be kept in 
Lesotho bank accounts. 

The mines are located near 
Klerksdorp, about 150 miles 
southwest of Johannesburg. The 
demonstrations spread to the 
British-American coal mines west 
of Johannesburg, where 500 
workers at the Blesbok and New 
Largo mines who also objected to 
the Lesotho government plan 
refused to go to work. Two 
Lesotho officials who tried to 
explain the plan to the miners 
were reportedly stoned. 


As aresult of the strike, which 
began January 6, about 6,000 of 
the immigrants recruited from 
Lesotho to work in the mines, 
returned to their country. The 
Gold Producers Committee of the 
South African Chamber of Mines 
held an emergency meeting in 
Johannesburg on January 9 to 
discuss the massive exodus of 
Black mineworkers. 
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read a Johannesburg 
paper.

Strikes, protests and fighting 
have gripped South African gold 
mines for nearly 18 months and 
the multimillion dollar gold in- 
dustry now faces a serious 
shortage of workers. Black min- 
ers fed up with police violence, 
low wages, hazardous working 
conditions and apartheid are 
leaving South Africa mine shafts 
and company towns in increasing 
numbers. 

A spokesman for the Chamber 
of Mines said, on January 9, that 
the Black work force had fallen by 
about 25 per cent, with only 301,- 
430 Blacks now working in the 
mines compared to a normal 
figure of 377,000. 

Under the agreement between 
the government of Lesotho and 
the Vaal Reefs mine, owned by 
Harry ‘‘the gold king’’ Oppen- 
heimer’s Anglo-American Corpo- 
ration, 60 per cent of the miners 
wages are to be withheld in 
Lesotho bank accounts and paid 
when the miners serve out their 
contracts and return home. 

The Lesotho government is 
reportedly considering scrapping 
the agreement. |]

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PRESIDENT OF U.N. GENERAL ASSEMBLY INTERVIEWED 


“EMERGENCE OF 3rd 
WORLD NO MYTH” 


One of the highlights of the 
recently concluded 29th Annual 
Session of the United Nations 

General Assembly was the almost 
unanimous condemnation of the 
White-minority ruled government 
of the Republic of South Africa for 
its continued adherence to the 
policy of strict racial segregation 
known as apartheid. In part 3 of 
the following press interview with 
Abdelaziz Bouteflika, the Alger- 
ian diplomat who served as 
president of the 29th session 
comments on the unprecedented 
General Assembly censure of 
South Africa and the methods 
employed to publicly castigate 
the regime before the eyes of the 
world. 


PART 3 

QUESTION: I should like to ask 
you two related questions.. Why 
did you let South Africa vote onthe 
resolution referring the question 
of the status of South Africa to the 
Security Council, seeing that later 
on you ruled that South Africa 


could not participate? 


And, in view of the statement 
made by the Foreign Minister of 
South Africa a day or so ago that 
South Africa was thinking about 
quitting the United Nations be- 
cause of what he described as 
resolutions that were very dis- 
tasteful to South Africa, would 
you be glad to see South Africa 
quit the United Nations? 

BOUTEFLIKA: Could I give 
myself a moment in which I might 
act before you here as a citizen of 
Africa and say that Africa is the 
last continent still experiencing 
the throes of colonialism, apar- 
theid and racial segregation? 
There are already 42 African 
states that are members of the 
United Nations. Next year there 
will be 45, and perhaps even 
more — I repeat, perhaps even 
more. In other words, one third of 
the United Nations. 

The Africans came to this 
organization convinced that the 
lofty ideals contained in the 
Charter and the Universal Dec- 
laration of Human Rights were 
not a kind of soporific designed to 
anaesthetize their suffering, nor a 
kind of placebo for their deep 
wounds. 

Vet year after year they have 
tried to explain and convince 
rather than to force anyone's 
hand. They have faith in the 
United Nations, and I would say 
that they have even more faith in 
the Security Council and its 
wisdom, indeed, the responsibil- 


ities borne by the Security 
Council are such that they could 
not be exercised without true 


. wisdom. 


The Africans had complete 
latitude with the countries sup- 
porting them in their demarches 
(changes of policy) — the other 
countries of the Third World, the 
socialist world and some coun- 
tries of Western Europe; one 
need merely look at the results of 
the votes to have the General 
Assembly take a decision, and it 
was indeed possible. 

Why was it possible? Because 
in the final analysis it is always 
tedious to read texts which invoke 
the rules of procedure of the 
General Assembly. That is 
nevertheless one of the most 
exciting texts that one can read. I 
do not know how many among 
you have had the intellectual 
curiosity to read it, but I think it 


should be read and thought about. 


The Africans referred their 
problem to the Security Council. 
There, contrary to all expecta- 
tions, the Security Council, in- 
stead of having recourse to this or 
that Chapter providing for sanc- 
tions — sanctions, moreover, 
which had been conceived for 
Rhodesia — met with a triple 
veto. 


PROBLEM 


In other words, we found 
ourselves in a situation, where, 
on the one hand, practically a 
unanimous sentiment within the 
General Assembly brought up a 
problem and, on the other side, 
there was a triple veto which 
divided the entire international 
community. They said to the 
international community, ‘‘What 
you are raising is a false 
problem, or else they were 
saying, ‘‘We are strong enough 
to dissuade you from taking any 
decision.” ; 

-The situation became very 
sensitive and delicate. The action 
of the General Assembly com- 
plements that of the Security 
Council, just as the action of the 
Security Council should usually 
complement the action of the 
General Assembly — and I 
emphasize should usually com- 
plement the action of the Genera. 
Assemby.”’ 

Indeed, in this spe ase, it 
was exactly as if wc  ecurity 
Council were a governm asit which 
was going to embark on a policy 
that ran counter to the desires of 
the overwhelming majority in the 


General Assembly President 
ABDELAZIZ BOUTEFLIKA. 


Parliament. The problem had to 
be re-examined. 

And I think that to re-examine 
the problem it is necessary to 
read all the statements. I can 
remember in particular the state- 
ment of an African representative 
who, in reply to another represen- 
tative from Latin America who 
was demanding expulsion pure 
and simple by the General 
Assembly, said: ‘‘We Africans do 
not, want this. We have thought 
about that, and we do not wish to 
take a discourteous attitude with 
regard to the prerogatives of the 
Security Council.“ 

DIVIDED 


The problem would one day 


have to be brought back to the 
General Assembly, and it was 
returned to the General Assembly 
when the report of the Security 
Council came before it for con- 
sideration. 

It is specifically stated in one of 
the rules of procedure that, on the 
condition that it can obtain a 
certain majority, the General 
Assembly can suspend a given 
state. This is also stated in the 
Charter. That opinion could per- 
haps be contested by some 
lawyers. But this year the situa- 
tion was quite different from that 
of any other year. 

First of all, there is a Creden- 
tials Committee, and for the first 
time in United Nations history 
that Committee rejected the 
credentials of the South African 
delegation. A vote was taken on 
the conclusion of the Credentials 
Committee and, by an overwhel- 
ming majority, the General As- 
sembly confirmed that conclu- 
sion. 

Then, the question had to be 
re-examined in the light of the 
consideration of the report of the 
Security Council, which was still 
seized of the question of South 
Africa, and with good cause. And 
I would like to draw attention to 
the number, the variety and the 


quality of the arguments presen- - 
ted by the representatives who 


spoke before I handed down a 
ruling.

return of extreme drought and 
starvation within a generation. 
The UNDP report says the most 
important measures to be taken 
are: water control; proper man- 
agement of crop farming and 
grazing areas; and the develop- 
ment of better systems of 
transportation and communica- 
tions.

RACIST 
AMERICA 


Francis Ford Coppola’s The 
Godfather, Part II is a penetrat- 
ing examination of a desparate 
ethnic survival technique made 
necessary and possible by a racist 
society in which money is the 
measure of power and success. 

Godfather II gives the human 
substance to Godfather I. The 
two are probably the most honest 
representations in any art form in 
nearly four decades of the 
devastating effects of a hypocriti- 
cal, money-mad, capitalist society 
on the victims of that society.

In the brilliantly ex- 
ecuted flashbacks detailing 
Michael’s father, Vito Corleone’s 
exposure to the murder of his 
mother, his immigrant days in 
America and his reluctant, almost 
accidental but inevitable rise to 
power as the Don we are shown 
the hardships and indignities of

the crowded, rundown ghetto, the 
struggle for survival with dignity 
and the ever present bloodsucker 


creatures of the exploitive sys- 


tem. 

It is the unity imposed on the 
community by the common con- 
ditions of oppression, and a 
common culture, religion and 
language, in a foreign and hostile 
surrounding that brings into 
being the Corleone family. It is 
a unit of the larger family — 
the entire oppressed and des- 
perate community of ‘‘Little 
Italy.” The Corleone family was 
unique only in that it had Vito 
Corleone at its head. 

Godfather II makes clear 
that Vito Corleone, once having 
chosen his path for ‘‘family’’ 
survival, had no choice but to 
continue up that path. He was 
that kind of man. He did not 


create the conditions of his 
leadership, nor did he set the 
requirements. 

Other forces — envious, 
greedy, reckless, power hungry 
— were at play. The forces were 
legitimate corporations, cor- 
rupt and corruptable politicians 
as well as gangsters. They were 


all treated equally by the Corle- 


ones because the experience of 


the struggle for survival had 


taught them that the three were 
one. 

Michael, like his father before, 
having made the choice, was 
compelled to carry on. But, one 
by one, we see those whom he 
trusted, whom he had counted on, 
whom he loved, turn against him 
or betray him. His desperate 
thrust outside the family, to tie in 
with the mobster Hyman Roth 
and thus save the family’’ fails 
with tragic consequence. 

Michael was working to go 
legitimate. But where did his 
operation end and legitimacy 
begin? What is legitimacy in an 
exploitive, capitalist society? 

Al Pacino is fine as Micheal 


Corleone. Robert De Niro, who 


plays the young Vito Corleone 
(Marlon Brando’s role as the Don 
in Godfather I) was totally 
convincing as the emerging Don. 
Lee Strasberg’s Hyman Roth 
(reportedly patterned after the 
life of Meyer Lansky) was also 
totally believable and masterful. 
But, major credit goes to the 
screenplay itself, written jointly by 
Coppola and the original author 
of the novel The Godfather, 
Mario Puzo, and the direction by 
Coppola. Godfather II was com- 
pelling drama, rich in signifi- 
cance, honest and sensitive. It 
has a special message for oppres- 
sed ethnic minorities in America.

timely access to the hospital for

The harassment of Big Black is 
a prime example of the continued 
vindictiveness of prison authori- 
ties. 

Since November 2, when he 
was falsely arrested on a mari- 
juana charge, Big Black was told 
he would have to submit to a 
degrading strip search in order to 
enter Erie County Jail. Refusing 
to submit, Big Black had been

(A strip search entails disrob- 
ing completely in the presence of 
a prison guard, who then visually 
or with his hands inspects the 
person’s mouth, ears, anus and 
genital areas.) 

Still unresolved in the federal 
suit filed by Big Black and his 
co-defendant Shango Bahati Ka- 
kwana, is a claim of $15,000 in 
damages for the month and a half 
Big Black was unable to enter the 
jail.

administered is a combination of 
cold capsules, cough syrup and 
throat lozenges. Prisoners need a 
temperature of 102 degrees to 
be excused from work; and there 
have been reports of prisoners 
with temperatures exceeding 
102 that were refused admittance 
to the hospital. On January 13, a 
man in the factory passed out 
with a temperature of 103—he 
was immediately taken downtown 
to a hospital (only because there 
is still a lot of tension in the 
prison). 

The situation is tight. There 
have been 31 prisoners locked up 
in segregation or transferred as a 
result of the peaceful protest. 
More lock-ups and transfers are 
impending —all of which will be 
an attempt by prison officials to 
supress the rage and the facts — 
of Lowe’s death. 


A full investigation of Lowe’s 
death, the lock-ups and the 
hospital’s facilities is required. 
All concerned. persons should 
contact your local movement 
organizations. and work together 
towards opening an investigation. 
Letters of protest should go to 
congresspeople, the warden here 
(Warden Benson, Box 33, Terre 
Haute, Indiana 47808) and the 
director of the Bureau of Prisons

of Title I of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act. 

Local parents had lodged com- 
plaints with the State Board that 
there had been mismanagement 
of funds, failure to accord parents 
opportunity to participate in 
planning, implementing or eval- 
uating Title I programs and 
refusal by the school district to 
provide parents information nec- 
essary for their participation in 
Title I activities. 

As a result of these charges, 
the State Board ordered the 
investigation and approved a 
Title I grant for Oakland, limited 
to one-half year rather than, as 
usual, for a full school year. In 
February, the State Board, on the 
basis of the reports sought in the 
lawsuit, will consider whether to 
continue funding Title I programs 
in Oakland. 

Plaintiffs in the suit desire to 
have the reports before the Board 
meets in order to be able to urge 
the Board to compel the school 
district to rectify the violations 
discovered by the audit team. 

The plaintiffs have been in- 
formed that the audit reports 
substantiate the charges of mis- 
management of Title I programs 
and widespread violations of 
parental participation and dis- 
semination of information re- 
quirements. 


The audit team reportedly 
uncovered violations in the fol- 
lowing areas: supplanting of 
funds (using federal money to 
provide services which should be 
provided by state and local 
financing); failure to provide 
comparable educational services 
in all schools; maintenance of 


effort (decreasing services below 


levels provided in prior years); 
inadequate record-keeping; 
tracking of students; no proce- 
dure for promptresponse tocitizen 
complaints; no parent involve- 
ment in evaluation of programs; 
failure to take advantage of all 
sources of federal funding. 

The lawsuit was filed because 
local residents feel that informa- 
tion about school programs and 
what school district staff general- 
ly are doing, contribute signifi- 


- cantly to discussion of issues vital 
to public education and ultimately 
to advancement of the quality of 
education for all.

officers in several divisions of the 
department was evidence of a 
policy of racism within the 
department. He said there were 
no Black officers in the S.O.S.

Ms. Elaine Brown said she was 
at the meeting to support this

Does Black Sports magazine 
present a new and progressively 
superior outlook on athletics in 
America, or does it actually 
provide the same old false glories 
as its White-oriented competi- 
tors, only in a different color 
package? 

The following essay by Dr. 
Paul Hoch, professor of humani- 
ties at Dawson College in Mon- 
treal, Canada, examines this 
question, drawing a conclusion 
certain to displease cultural 
nationalists’’ both Black and 
White. 

Much justifiable anguish has 


continually been expressed over 


the cultural colonization’’ of the 
Black community by the ‘‘White’’ 
culture of Madison Avenue and 
Hollywood and the Super Bowl. 
Indeed, this is said to reflect the 
subordination of Black producers, 
directors, publishers and per- 
formers to the ‘‘White’’ cultural 
apparatus generally. 

In this way of looking at things, 
it is not the subordination of 
millions of Black consumers to 
the few millionaires that control 
the cultural apparatus that is 
deemed objectionable. It is main- 
ly that the culprits are White. 
(Presumably all would be well if 
the head brainwashers were 
Black.) 

In this cultural nationalist way 
of looking at things Black Sports 
is superior to Sports Illustrated, 
the Johnson rags such as Ebony 
are to be defended against Time, 
and virtuous Black film producers 
must be supported to do battle 
with MGM. 

In this way of looking at things 
the color of the cultural controll- 
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ers is assumed to be all-impor- 
tant. Their relations of dominance 
toward the cultural consumers 
becomes of no importance at all. 
Irrelevant also is the fact that 
both Sports Illustrated and Black 
Sports are dispensing a plastic 
‘““‘bread - n - circuses - for- the 
people spectacle, glorifying the 
virtues of gridiron gladiator mili- 
tarism, he-man machismo, the 
super-masculine menialism of the 
gladiator elite and the passive 
spectatorism of the masses of 
fans (the word is a shortened 
versions of the original, fan- 
atics’’). 

The net effect of both excer- 
sizes in sports hero worship is to 
more firmly pacify the spectators, 
and acclimate them to the role of 
passive consumers. Indeed, in 
many ways, since it gives them 
idols of their own color to pseudo- 
identify with, Black Sports is 
probably much more effective at 
this sort of pacification program 
than Sports Illustrated. 

IDENTITY 

Yet Black Sports is supposed to 
-be important to developing what 
is called a Black identity. The 
trouble is that this identity 
revolves around not what Black 
people DO, but around what they 
CONSUME. It is the sort of 
identity in which most people are 
encouraged to regard themselves 
as passive consumers of products 
produced by elites 
Black elites) elsewhere, and by 
which they hope to vicariously 
achieve some sort of self-respect. 

The Black cultural elite, of 
course, is not particularly inter- 
ested in getting away from 
cultural elitism. Seeing most

against North Carolina. 


Black Americans basically as 
passive consumers of its pro- 
ducts, from dashikis to baseball 
stafs, it eschews (disregards) 
any sort of people’s control over 
culture and instead continues to 
promote its own top-down con- 
sumerist view of the world. 

The principal difference be- 
tween Sports Illustrated and 
Black Sports lies in the packaging 


not the product: Black Sports 


comes in a black wrapper. 

Perhaps this might be thought 
slightly unfair, since Black Sports 
does occasionally run some sort of 
article bearing on racism in sport 
and does occasionally call for 
Black sports owners. However, 
the fact is that the magazine 
never deals with the root causes 
of racism in sports, including the 
lack of control that the players 
(White and Black) have over their 
conditions of work. 

The lack of athletes control, 
and the exploitation of the 
athletes, is certainly NOT dealt 
with by changing the color of the 
owner. 

Indeed, it is not hard to see 
why the Black cultural elite is so 
in love with cultural nationalism: 
many of their writers would be 
unable to stomach the top-down 
elitist, plastic garbage they are 
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vists.

negotiation table. In its negotia- 
tions, Guinea-Bissau smashed 
the Portuguese and a referen- 
dum' and defended the principle 
of national independence. The 
African people have come to 
realize, through their fight for 
national independence, that 
struggle can never be given up 
and people’s armament can only 
be strengthened, not weakened 
even when victory is won. 

Two months after Mozambican 
transitional government was 
formed last September, a handful 
of colonialists twice engineered 
revolts in an attempt to hinder 
Mozambican independence. The 
Mozambican people and its arm- 
ed forces firmly suppressed these 
revolts in defense of the fruits of 
their victory. 

In their struggle against im- 
perialsim, colonialism and hege- 
monism, the African people real- 
ize full well that without political 
independence there can be no 
economic independence, and with 
out the latter a country’s inde- 
pendence remains incomplete 
and insecure. 

In the words of the current 
chairman of the Organization of 
African Unity: ‘‘The total libera- 
tion of Africa from imperialism, 
colonialism and neocolonialism 
cannot be fully achieved without 
During 
this year, more and more inde- 
pendent African countries are 
taking economic independence as 
their aim, and in their. new 
awakening are forming a surging 
tide against the enemy. 

Which path leads to economic 
independence? Is it by way of 
reliance on self-strength or on 
foreign countries, on the aid' of 
the super-power in particular? 
The Algerian Head of State, 
President Houari Boumedienne, 
has given-the answer: ‘‘We must 
first of all learn to rely on 
ourselves. ...We ourselves must 
take the responsibility for our 
own development.“

I just can’t mention only one of your accomplishments, because you are 
involved in so many beautiful programs to satisfy the needs of the Black 
community. I have been writing you since last year, but I have recently found 
out that my mail along with the mail of Bro. Chaka T. had been torn up. 

Recently it has been going out to some places, but they still are violating our 
rights. I must say “‘right-on’’ to Sisters Elaine Brown and Ericka Huggins. 
They are truly two beautiful Black sisters who show much dedication and a 
proven committment to better the cause of Black people. It is a wonderful thing 
to see Black children of all ages performing and demonstrating techniques and 
showing their different abilities. 

I’m here in maximum security reading about all the things you all are doing 
and wonder if I ever will have a chance to show my concern in the same way — 
if I ever reach the outside... 

We are being so mistreated back here, especially Bro. Chaka. I can see these 
racist pigs keeping us confined. My discharge date was seven months from 
now; Bro. Chaka’s nine. On November 1 two pigs burned a Brother nearly to 
death. Later on a disturbance broke out in the mess hall between the races. I 
was given a charge of malicious wounding and received nine additional years. 
Bro. Chaka was sent to another maximum security facility and charged with a 
phony charge of supposedly stealing a pig’s t.v. 

We see that all over the country Blacks like ourselves who are interested in 
bettering our situation are being railroaded by these pigs. We keep struggling, 
no matter what they do...

Dear Editor, 

Yesterday I received a letter from Rev. Bobby Hardwick. You have done 
three articles on his case. In it he tells me that certain officers at Georgia 
Diagnostic and Classification Center in Jackson, Georgia have threatened his 
life. 

He says: ‘‘My life has been threatened by certain officers there at Jackson 
and I saw evidence of the same thing here (Richmond County Jail where he was 
being held prior to a hearing on his case). All of this came about because of my 
legal knowledge and assistance to my fellow incarcerated comrades who need 
help, but who are not gifted with the litigative skills that I have. 

Nevertheless, this recent threat came about because I helped save a 
comrade’s life who these pigs wanted to electrocute for what the pigs say was 
murder of another pig, as he, the comrade, was being taken to prison. 

“I took over his case and took some legal moves that saved him from the 
electric chair when his court appointed lawyer (who was an uncle tom) had sold 
him out to the pigs. I was told by informed sources that a contract was out on 
me at Jackson.” 


He also told me in this January 7 letter: I want to make one thing completely 


clear to you and that is I would never: take my own life under any 
circumstances. You are to know that irrespective of whatever the pigs say, I 
never under any circumstances would take my own life or that of another unless 
in defense of my own life or in the cause of liberation.

According to a former police 
chief Herman Short, who in- 
structed the C.I.D. in work 
thwarting Black and progressive
